Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-8 are allowed since there is no prior art of record that teaches or 
suggests a liquid crystal display device comprising a relationship of various elements as 
claimed with the specific allowable subject matter cited in the following claims: 
Claims 1 and 8: 

• a pixel electrode formed in at least one pixel of the plurality of pixels 

• a common electrode formed in at least one pixel of the plurality of pixels and 
placed across from the pixel electrode 

• a capacitor electrode connected to the common electrode 

• a capacitor terminal placed opposite to the capacitor electrode with the insulating 
layer therebetween to generate capacitance, and connected to the pixel 
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electrode through at least two contact holes in the insulating laver above the 
capacitor terminal 

Claims 2-7 are allowed since they depend on the allowed claim 1 . 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Nishimura et al (US 2002/0149729) discloses a liquid crystal display device with 
almost every limitation as in current invention's claims, but "a capacitor terminal 
placed opposite to the capacitor electrode with the insulating layer therebetween to 
generate capacitance, and connected to the pixel electrode through at least two 
contact holes in the insulating layer above the capacitor terminal."
